PATRIOTIC THAN THE 
TEACHING OF PIANO 


Archbishop of Cologne Ap­ 
parently Tool on Corpus 
Christi Day Affair

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, June 7.—The German em­ 
peror and the freebooters about him 
continue to regard formal treaties as 
"mere scraps of paper,” according to 
a letter just found on a prisoner. 
Furthermore there is every indica­ 
tion that the Archbishop of Cologne 
was used as a tool'when he wrote lo 
the pope requesting that Hie allies be 
asked not to bomb German cities on 
Corpus Christi day. 
A letter written by a Cologne resi­ 
dent to a. relative in the field sardonic­ 
ally 
admitted 
there 
would 
be 
no 
Corpus Christi processions or Whit­ 
sunday parades either in the streets 
or inside the churches. 
After describing a British air raid 
on Cologne a few days before, the 
Cologne resident wrote: 
"The wretches wanted to pay an­ 
other visit hut only came as far as 
Weaseling, where both sections were 
heavily machine gunned, hut tomor­ 
row is Corpus Christi and we feel sure 
another attempt will be made, for the 
scoundrels will try. 
No processions 
will he held and the Whitsunday pro­ 
cession is forbidden.” 
After receiving tile pope’s message, 
the allies agreed not to bomb on 
Corpus Christi day. 
They kept their 
Word. On the other hand the Germans 
shelled and tried to bomb Paris. 
Out here French villages and towns 
were bombed in the same ruthless 
manner, 
regardless of the 
implied 
agreement that neither side would 
bomb open "towns during the church j 
festival. 
This bombing still continues. 
Tiny 
villages which are in no way connect­ 
ed with military operations are merci­ 
lessly strafed every night. 
I saw a group of women, children 
and old people huddled beside the 
road near a village, and asked what 
was wrong. They answered that they 
were spending the starlit nights in 
the open as the Huns always took ad­ 
vantage of these nights to bomb them. 
There was no soldier in or near the 
hamlet. 
From a conversation with an officer 
of the German air forces who had 
been taken prisoner I learned the 
Germans are determined completely 
to lay waste certain towns far behind 
the lines. 
Apparently they are carry­ 
ing out a scheme of frightfulness the 
same as they did in Belgium and 
France at the beginning of tile war. 
It has necessitated digging bomb 
proof shelters outside many villages 
in northern France in which old folks, 
women and children spend the nights. 
This is doubly necessary on account 
of the latest practice of German air­ 
men in machine gunning sleeping vil­ 
lages. as well as bombing them. 
I know of eight women being killed 
in these village shelters by machine 
gunning. 
Babes at their mothers’ 
breasts are killed in these trenches 
just as their fathers die on the front 
line. 
These trenches, dug near the homes 
far in the rear of the war zone and 
in which women and children must ! 
hide to escape German machine gun ! 
fire and bombs, are one of the most j 
gripping sights of the war.

fisheries man was asked the popular 
question, “Why are fish so expensive?’’ 
and when he answered “because i»eo- 
ple refuse to buy cheap fish,” he was j 
challenged to go to the retail market j 
and see if he could find any fish “fit! 
to eat” at less than IX or 2n cents a 1 
pound. 
He did go, and 
found 
that j 
most of tho best fishes were less thail 
that In price. He found the mackerel,; 
one of our richest, best flavored fishes, 
priced at lo cents a pound, and three; 
or four others as cheap and some of, 
I item nearly as good. There were more 
expensive fishes to be sure. There was: 
lite chicken halibut at 2u cents a pound I 
-one of the coarsest, dryest, 
most 
tasteless of all fishes. 
The fisheries man asked the dealer.1 
“Why don't people eat more macker­ 
el?' 
Th® dealer’s reply was to the 
effect that mackerel is too cheap 
Hoj 
thought it it was offered at the price j 
that salmon brings it would be appro ] 
teated. Another dealer was of the opin- 
ion that it was not iiopulnr because 
it did not keep or ship as well as hali­ 
but. 
But is tills tile reason? 
Ilo we 
eat apples in 
preference 
to 
ripe 
peaches and strawberries because ap­ 
plet- keel) and ship better? 
Naturally 
a rich, fine fleshed fish, like the mack­ 
erel. ship.*, less well than a dry, coarse 
fish like the chicken halibut. 
No, the reason we do not eat more 
mackerel is that we do not know it. 
Our mackerel Is nearly equal to the 
Down East article, and there it is pre­ 
ferred above all other fishes, it is not 
a reliable fish, b#ing somewhat erratic 
in its season of appearance and the 
size of its schools, so that It erin not 
ahvayi be counted upon. 
But when 
you have u chance at this delicious 
fish first be sure that it is fresh and 
then buy it whether it is still ( heap or 
as expensive as it deserves to be. Do 
not let tile dealer 
sell 
you 
horse 
mackerel. The horse mackerel may be 
known by a row of sharp, bony plater 
along the middle of the side. It is in­ 
ferior to the mackerel. 
Bake Hie large ones and broil 
the 
small ones of 12 
or 
14 
inches in 
length. In broiling, spilt your fish, and 
after seasoning well with salt and pep­ 
per, lay it wide open on the grid iron 
and broil over the coals or an open 
flame un»il it is a rich brown. 
Turn 
it several times, but cook mostly from 
the flesh side, as the skin side browns 
more quickly. 
Serve it with slices 
of lemon or a tartar sauce.—Commit­ 
tee on Zoological investigations, State 
Council of Defense.

LONDON, June 3.—Shortly after 
the beginning of the present German 
offensive on the western front some 
American engineers, took part in what 
probably was the most romantic and 
picturesque action of the whole war. 
it happened when the hard-pressed 
British Fifty army broke 
under the 
early assaults of the overwhelming 
German forces, leaving a practically 
undefended gap. 
Delay 
would 
have 
been fatal, but there was an officer 
capable of meeting 
the 
emergency. 
TlUs was the general commanding the 
engineers of the Fifth army. 
He hastily collected a force of Can­ 
adian and American 
engineers, 
and 
some tunneling companies. With this 
emergency “scratch arm y” lie held the 
break for two days. Fortunately, he 
was given ample artillery support, and 
he commandeered a lot of machine 
guns from a school In the rear. 
The 
only trouble was that few engineers 
know how to operate machine 
guns, 
but lie succeeded in finding some in­ 
structors, and these dashed 
up 
and 
down the line, shewing one group how 
to load, another how to sight, releas­ 
ing a jammed gun 
here, and 
some 
place else persuading an enthusiastic 
crew to allow its overheated weapon 
to cool. 
W as Bitter Fight 
It was a marvelous tight. 
The Ger­ 
mans came on 
in 'Seemingly over­ 
whelming and unending force. 
They 
would force back the thin line a few 
hundred yards at one point, whereupon 
a defending party would dash forward, 
catch the enemy on the flank and 
force him to retire. 
Thus the battle 
swayed back and forth for two days,' 
at tile end of which time the general* 
in command was completely knocked 
out from lack of sleep, and had to be 
carried to the .rear. 
Brig. Gen. Carey, 
however, opportunely arrived on tht* 
scene, just back from leave, and was 
able to carry on the defense until reg­ 
ular forces came up and relieved the 
battered but still defiant engineers. 
One of the most exciting episodes of 
the engagement was the capture and 
subsequent escape of an acting briga­ 
dier general, who told the following 
story: 
“I was up on the front line directing 
some operations,” he said, “when the 
boche made 
a 
lunge 
forward 
and 
rounded up a few of tis. I was put in 
charge of two German soldiers who 
for some reason did not take me to tile 
rear. I spent six exceedingly interest­ 
ing hours watching the Germans’ fight­ 
ing machine. 
Their organization was 
simply marvelous. Transport, and sup­ 
ply work went on without a hitch uud 
with scarcely an order. 
Escapes from Guard 
“However, I soon realized that it 
was rather disgraceful 
for 
an 
un­ 
wounded British officer to be a prison­ 
er almost within sigiit 
of 
his own 
men. My two guards were rather poor 
specimens, and taking them by sur­ 
prise i knocked (hem both down and 
made a dash for the line. But there 
were too many German troops scat­ 
tered about for me to get 
through. 
Then I noticed 
a 
big 
German am­ 
munition and supply dump which was 
being studiously avoided by the enemy 
because it was being shelled by our 
gunners. 
“I ducked down 
beside 
this, 
And 
while the British shells were bursting 
all about and the 
piled 
ammunition 
was apt to explode any moment from a 
fire among some wooden elates in one 
corner of the dump, the Germans made 
tilings even more pleasant by sniping 
at me. 
After about half an hour of 
this I managed to 
crawl 
away 
un­ 
observed. and finally reached our lines 
again without a scratch.’’

FIREWORKS AND THE FOURTH 


Fourth of July will soon be bere. One of the slogans 
for guiding the Americans who are lighting the battle 
at home has been and still is: “Conservation.’’ 
This is 
the best year in history to apply that word to Fourth of 
July fireworks. Firecrackers and elaborate displays have 
gone out of favor these last few years. The cost in life 
and limb had a good deal to do with the turn of the 
American people against the time-honored firecracker. 
Still, fireworks had a big part in last year's Fourth of 
July celebrations, taking the country over. The attitude 
of the public has changed considerably in the last year, 
and it is doubtful if the display of fireworks will be met 
with as much favor this year as was given it last year. 
The government has not shut off the use of fire­ 
works entirely. 
However, it has put the manufacture, 
sale, exportation, importation and purchase of fireworks 
of all kinds in any quantity under license. 
No license, 
however, is to be required for the purchase at retail of 
Chinese or American firecrackers, toy torpedoes, serpents, 
sparklers or toy paper caps when costing not more than 
ten cents per package. Retailers of fireworks will require 
a vendor’s license. 
Only the lesser fireworks can be 
manufactured. 
The license requirements alone will tend to reduce 
the consumption of fireworks this year. 
Government 
regulations, the growing sentiment of the American 
people against the lavish use of fireworks, and the desire 
of the people generally to save explosives for action 
where they will do the most good toward winning the 
war are destined to put the use of fireworks this year 
to the minimum. 


THE SENTENCED CRIMINAL 


The German advance in the first days of this last 
drive has reminded many people of the early weeks of 
the war. 
Hut Germany, however strong she appears at 
the business end of her military battering ram, is not the 
Germany of four years ago. 
This great lunge forward 
is not inspired by confidence. It is an act of frenzy and 
desperation. Premier Clemem can’s new spaper, “L’Homme 
Libre,” put the matter plainly: 
“Germany is in a hurry to finish the war, and she 
awaits like a criminal the sentence of death or life from 
the supreme judge. 
“The Allies are this supreme judge, and they will 
hold until the arrival of the American army.” 
The criminal is merely tugging at his chains and 
beating his head against the bars. Don’t be deceived by 
the uproar he makes. 
The bars may bend, but they 
will not break. The time of judgment is probably nearer 
than we think. And inevitably the criminal will pay the 
penalty. 


The story of why the government wants wheat has 
been told so often it needs no re-telling here. America’s 
reserve supply of wheat was gone by December and 
since then we have been sending across the Atlantic 
only what could be saved from individual consumption. 
Gradually the American people cut down on consumption 
until they were able in the single month of March, 1918, 
to ship in wheat and its products the equivalent of 15,000,- 
000 bushels. 
This shows what genuine patriotism can 
accomplish. A still further reduction has been demanded, 
however, if any wheat at all shall be left to send abroad. 
Bhall we not willingly and gladly give up all wheat in 
our diet for the next sixty or ninety days, if by so doing 
we can help the Allies, as well as our own army at the 
front, to go through and win?

Foch, the Bull Fighter 


(From tho Washington Times) 
Reading of Germany’s advance, the ten or fifteen 
miles added to German territory in France, you ask, per­ 
haps, “What are the allies doing; what is Foch’a plan?" 
Foch is a Basque and cornea of a race that for cen­ 
turies has had bull fighting for its chief athletic study. 
He seems to be fighting the Prussian bull, as his 
Basque ancestors fought and destroyed many a black 
bull in years gone by. 
The bull fighter lets the bull make his rush and 
plants the sharp barbs in its flesh. The bull, tired, bleed­ 
ing, rests, and attacks again. 
Again the bull fighter 
watches him, waits for him, torments, and wounds him. 
At last comes the final, fatal rush, when the sword 
of the matador goes through into the bulls’ heart. 
And that is the last of that particular bull. 
In Foch's methods you see bull fighter tactics, and 
are justified in the hope that before long the crowd will 
applaud, and the dead bull be dragged out, bleeding, by 
the heels. 
For further comfort remember this: 
Germany is 
on French soil. 
And the allies have not set foot on German soil. 
But the kaiser is shut up in his empire, with his 
congenial friends, the shifty Austrians, the rebellious 
Magyars, and the barbarian Turks and Bulgarians. 
He is not conquering foreign territory. He is trying 
to break out of prison. 
He is shut in, shut away from the ocean, away from 
th* world, from freedom, from prosperity, from supplies, 
from food. 
This attack in the west is another effort to break 
out of jail. 
' 
And Foch, the bullfighting jailer, is there to watch 
his direction, stab him as he comes out, give him plenty 
of room to tfre himself, and at the right moment get him. 
have any doubt about how this war will end.

will come along all through the summer and fall. They 
give you the iron and lime and other minerals that you 
need to build your body and keep it in repair and the 
special substances that help make children grow and 
keep adults healthy. Eat them yourselves, and give them 
to your children. 
If you live in the country you can gather wild greens 
which are just as good as those that grow in your gar­ 
den. 
In the city, too, you can often gather from vacant 
lots such good things as dandelion, wild mustard, lamb’s 
quarter, and wild lettuce. 
Don’t throw away your tender beet tops, onion tops, 
turnip or radish tops. Cook them for .greens. 
Use potatoes, sweet potatoes, lima beans, green 
corn, green peas, onions, beets, carrots, squash. 
Such 
vegetables give you fuel, besides the minerals, and some 
of them give you protein. They can help you save meat 
and wheat. 
When you serve enough vegetables you do 
not need as much bread. 


Remember the many good things vegetables can do 
for your body. 
They help keep your blood as it ought 
to be, and your whole body in good condition. Vegetables 
are better than medicine to prevent the common evil of 
constipation. 
And, besides all these, think how appetizing they 
are—crisp lettuce, sweet, juicy beets, tender peas, celery, 
beans, and corn—all sorts of flavors and textures to lend 
variety to your meals. 


One of Many German Swindles 


(From the San Bernardino Sun) 
United States consul at Curacao, Dutch West Indies, 
reports a fair market for American hosiery in that terri­ 
tory. 
This calls to mind a trade trick of the Germans, 
which, if no longer practiced, was being used up to a 
very short time ago. German interests masquerading as 
American hosiery exporters, would buy up large quantities 
of the cheapest, flimsiest, and poorest hosiery obtainable 
in this country and consign it to Southern American 
countries as American standard product. 
It bore the 
“Made in ll. S. A.” label, and was calculated to disgust 
the l^atin Americans and to discourage further trade 
with us. 
Following up these consignments would come others 
of some of our best hosiery, of which large purchases 
had likewise been made by the German interests. 
But 
this fine quality hosiery had the “Made in U. S. A.” label 
removed and the “Made in Germany” label substituted, 
and was sold to the Latin American trade at little more 
than cost. 
This was calculated to convince the Latin 
Americans that the German hosiery was much more 
reliable and desirable, and to encourage permanent trade 
with Germany. 
The chief purpose was, of course, to 
hold the Latin American market for German hosiery 
until after the war, when trade could be quickly resumed 
and real German hosiery could be substituted for the 
camouflaged American product. 
In short the Germans have been temporarily utilizing 
American efficiency in the hosiery industry as a trade 
stoppage until peace is restored. 
Such actions as this 
should be combatted by the committee of business men 
recently organized to’offset German trade propaganda in 
Latin America. 
Meanwhile, we at home had best be 
thinking of getting back to the protective policy in order 
to keep German hosiery out of the United States after 
the war, for Germany has always been our most danger­ 
ous competitor in hosiery.

The communication, and Mr. Hecke’s 
reply, showing that the county horti­ 
cultural commissioner has the power 
to prevent the sales of such fruit lf he 
deems it expedient, are printed here­ 
with: 
“ Who Has Authority?" 
‘‘Editor R egister:—A recent issue of 
the Register states that the Horticul­ 
tural Commissioner claims that there 
is no law to prohibit the selling or 
peddling of scale .infected fruit unless 
their sale or peddling becomes a men­ 
ace in any way to trees that are free 
from scale. 
“Mr. A. is owner of a few healthy, 
free-from-scale 
orange 
and 
lemon 
trees, producing 
an 
abundance 
of 
clean, wholesome fruit on his resi­ 
dence lot. 
“Mr. B., a next door neighbor, who, 
instead of growing fruit trees, buys 
scale-infected, 
peddled oranges,

a few feet distant 
from the 
healthy, scaleless trees, property of 
Mr. A.

April 25, (By Mail.)—If it 
were not 
for the fact that he would lose out 
while his comrades were “walloping 
the Heines” the average doughboy 
would consider it a great privilege to 
get wounded and- go through the ser­ 
ies of medical treatm ent now 
ready 
to save the lives of the boys over 
here. 
The medical men have left 
nothing half done, and 
have quietly 
organized and built until Uncle Sam’s 
hospitals are considered by many the 
best along the front. 
Follow the course of one 
Private 
Jones, just to see what a big job the 
medical men have 
solved. 
Private 
Jones might be from anywhere in the 
United States, and his name might be 
anything but Jones—it would be con­ 
trary to array regulations to use his 
right name, anyway. 
Private Jones was wounded 
in 
a 
barrage in No Man's I^and, and when 
he fell he thought his time had come. 
But he had 
another 
guess coming. 
The ambulance men, disregarding reg­ 
ulations, dangers, and the heat of bat­ 
tle ran their light machines almost to 
where Private Jones fell. 
Ordinarily 
they don't do that, but in times of bat­ 
tle the American ambulance men have 
just, one idea in their heads, namely, 
saving the lives of chaps like Private 
Jones who face every means of fright­ 
fulness the Huns can design. 
To First Aid Post 
Speedily and with as little jolting as 
possible.

Private Jones is evacuated to one of 
the largest and best evacuation 
hos­ 
pitals along the whole 
line. 
There 
are eight operating rooms such as he 
is in, and in each there 
are 
several 
teams of doctors, 
who 
operate 
on, 
four hundred cases a day when a bat­ 
tle is on or can double the number if 
necessary.- 
The place is in charge of an eastern 
doctor, a little fellow physically, who 
is not very military, so the 
French 
used to say. 
This man has arranged 
that men like Private Jones 
have x- 
rays for half a do^hn different diseas­ 
es or infections befqre he is sent on, 
and as the doctor says “when a man's 
been with us twenty-four hours there 
isn’t a bug on him 
we don't know 
about.” 
If 
Private 
Jones 
is 
so 
slightly 
wounded he’ll recover in few days, he 
stays at this evacuation hospital, 
lf 
not, he is made ready to he sent on to 
a permanent and convalescent, hospit­ 
al miles and miles from 
bombard­ 
ments at the front. Here is where he 
gets the surprise of his life. In an am­ 
bulance he is taken to a nearby rail­ 
road siding, where a long train of six­ 
teen cars waits. Private Jones thinks 
he is back in U. S. A. because they 
are long graceful cars like the ones at 
home, and there is no class marked on 
them, or “30 hommes on X chevaux." 
Hospital De Luxe 
This 
is one of several 
hospital 
trains now operated by the American 
Army, running from tne front to the 
sea. and passing big hospitals on the 
way. 
Each car can hold thirty to fifty 
Invalids, depending on how many sit­ 
ting and how many bed 
cases 
there 
are. 
The train is equipped with elec­ 
tric lights, fans, steam heaters, and all 
the liveries of homes. 
Two 
of 
the 
few bathtubs in northern France are 
on each train, and you can 
get hot 
water by simply turning on a faucet. 
There are two kitchens on each 
train, and each is in charge of a color­ 
ed chef who knows how to cook Amer­ 
ican dishes. 
The train has a staff of 
nurses and doctors, and is in charge 
of a medical major who thinks 
his 
train is better than any 
other that 
ever 
ran 
on 
tracks 
everywhere, 
though the specifications call for all 
of these hospital trains to be exactly 
the same, even the paper on the lux­ 
urious 
officer's 
mess compartment. 
The medical staff lives on the train. 
They have an operating room on each 
train, and can care for all emergency 
cases properly. 
From this moving hospital. Private 
Jones is evacuated to a base hospital 
in the rear, where he has every atten­ 
tion known to medical science until 
he is ready to go back. Every “dough­ 
boy" and every doughboy’s mother 
can know that Private Jones 
is 
not 
out of the fight for democracy when 
he is wounded at the front. The boys 
under medical care appreciate Uncle 
Sam’s 
careful 
planning, 
and

brave spirit can he no better expres­ 
sed than by words of the private with 
his foot shot off who looked up into 
the face of his doctor saying, "Doctor 
can’t you patch it up quickly so I can 
get back there with the boys in a few 
days?
